Budget 


The Wilmington Finance 
Committee met with Chief of 
Police Bobby Stewart Tuesday 
night in the first of a series of 
budget meetings. Stewart's 
budget totaled $942,398, including 
acapital outlay item of $40,000 for 
four police cruisers. The town 
manager's recommendation, 
totaled $890,398, listing the 
cruisers under a separate 
warrant article. This left a dif- 
ference of $12,000 between the two 
recommendations, The 1982 
budget total was $860,304, plus 
money for cruisers. 

Increases in the police budget 
this year are largely in the 
vacation fill-in, sick leave, and 
mise. extra details accounts. 
These accounts were cut back 
heavily in recent years. The first 
two accounts pay for replacement 
for men who are out, allowing the 
department to maintain adequate 
staffing for each s 

Every year, the fincom meets 
with town department heads, to 
review budget needs. The com- 
mittee then votes its recom- 
mendations. Finance committee 
meetings are open to the public.

LWV housing information night 


The Wilmington League of 
Women Voters will be holding a 
public information night on 
housing on February 10 at 8 p.m. 
at American Legion Hall, Mid- 
dlesex Avenue, Wilmington to 
provide people with, more in- 
formation on the subject. Persons 
involved with housing on the 
state, regional and local level will 
be speaking. 

There are some forms of 
housing assistance available to 
people living in Wilmington. To 
apply in Wilmington a family 
must fit into categories ranging 
from $7,650 to $12,200 for one 
person to $14,400 to $21,800 for an 
eight person family. Our local 
housing authority owns and 
operates 40 units at Deming Way 
under Chapter 667 - state funded 
for the elderly and four units of 
Chapter 705 - state funded family 
housing on scattered sites. The 
housing authority also ad- 
ministers funds to eight existing 
units under Section 8 rental 
assistance. Compare the housing 
units, presently filled, to ap- 
plicants. 

For the 40 elderly housing units, 
there are 109 names on 
waiting list; for the four family 
units there are 30 on the waiting 
list and for the eight elderly and 
family units there 170 names on 
the waiting list 

According to the Wilmington 
Housing Authority four vacancies 
per year are about average at 
Deming Way. If one were to place 
their name on the list now,

These figures obtained from the 
housing authority are con- 
servative when compared to 
statistics of need calculated for 
Wilmington by state agencies. 

The Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council (MAPC) has figures 
updated to 1978. 

Total need, 651; elderly need, 
270 and family need 381. 

Another agency, the Regional 
Planning Agency has updated its 
population projections only 
through 1975, but has subtracted 
from original need figures any 
subsidized units in place as of 1980 
to obtain figures: 

Total need, 675; elderly need, 
266 and family need, 409. 

Both of these agencies use 1970 
census figures (1980 census 
results were not available at this 
writing) they estimate need by 
comparinghousehold income with 
cost of, that household’s housing 
and matching with how many are 
paying more than 25 percent for 
housing. (Another housing needs 
study used 35 percent as a per- 
centage of income used for 
housing to establish need.) 

What we have, therefore, to 
determine the need for housing in 
Wilmington are 1) numbers of 
actual structures existing; 2) a 
general picture of availability 
and cost of housing; 3) lists of 
persons who have expressed a 
desire for some sort of housing 
assistance - a list which cannot be 


expected to include all persons in 
need of housing; and 4) statistics 
compiled by agencies who are 
trying to help implement aid to 
lessen the housing crisis 
statewide. 

The League's next step in the 
analysis of Wilmington’s housing 
needs will be to take a survey of 
Wilmington residents to try to 
uncover what the town’s actual 
needs are and what people want, 
or do not want, to do to meet those 
needs, 

Starting February 3, surveys 
will be mailed by the League of 
Women Voters to every 10th 
household as determined by the 
towns board of registrar's list. 
The League wishes to encourage 
everyone who receives the survey 
to please respond. To acquaint 
everyone with what is happening 
with housing in Wilmington the 
League of Women Voters will 
sponsor a public information 
night on housing on February 10 
at 8 p.m. It will be held at 
American Legion Hall, Middlesex 
Avenue. Speakers involved with 
housing on the state, regional and 
local level will address the 
audience. A slide show depicting 
subsidized housing throughout the 
state will be shown.

Mary Louisa White Buzzell was 
fone of the most remarkable 
women ever to live in 
Wilmington. The wife of Dr. 
Daniel Buzzell, she was an 
author, a poet, a newspaper 
correspondent and a skilled 
painter, to name a few of her 
attributes. Her husband was a 
Wilmington physician for whom 
the Buzzell School was ‘named. 
Her son, Philip, served 
Wilmington as town counsel and 
moderator for many years. 

She was also, it may be said, an 
architect. Not a graduate ar- 


chitect, but a lady who could and 
did design homes. Particularly 
she designed the home in which 
she and Dr. Buzzell lived, on Main 
Street in Wilmington. Today it is 
the Cavanaugh Funeral e. 
ble 


There were some rel 


the more modern items in 
technology today. The home she 
designed had a windmill in baci, 
to pump water. She also designed 
a solarium, a place in which to 


grow plants, a place that was 
warmed by the sun. 

Today home builders and 
designers are facing that 
problem, which was solved by 
Mary Louisa over 80 years ago. 

Mary Louisa and Dr. Buzzell 
were married in the home of her 
sister Inez in Philadelphia, in 
1889. The doctor set up practice 
soon afterward, living in the 
Jaques home on Main Street in 
Wilmington. 

Inez had painted a picture of the 
Jaques home, which is today one 
of the better pictures of old 
Wilmington homes. It stood on 
Main Street where the telephone 
building is today, and Main Street 
in that picture is just another 
country lane. 

The Jaques family was of 
Huguenot extraction, and one 


+ Member of the family was 


Wilmington’s first postmaster. 
Their home was the first site of a 
Ppostoffice in Wilmington. The 
picture is well worth the time of a 
view by modern day residents of 
the town. 

Both Mary Louisa and Dr. 
Buzzell were of the old Harnden 


family of Wilmington, both being 
descendants of the first John, 
some of whose family were in the 
Harnden massacre. Mary Louisa 
we’ a great~ granddaughter of Lt. 


Lt. Benjamin was a brother of 
the Capt. John who commanded a 
company of infantry at Bunker 
Hill, of the Colonel Joshua of the 
Harnden Tavern in Wilmington, 
and of Joseph Harnden, Colonial 
soldier who died in the lines at 
Cambridge on Dec. 24, 1775 
during the seige of Boston. 

Her grandparents were 
Jonathan Harnden and Rhoda 
Abbott of Andover and their 
daughter Louisa married Lorenzo 
White, a Boston man. The White 
family of Wilmington erected 
greenhouses about 1908, which 
stood for some years between 
Middlesex Avenue and Church 
Street. Those greenhouses are 
still remembered by some 
Wimington old-timers. They had 
nothing to do, however, with 
Mary Louisa, daughter of Louisa.

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And then there was an 6ld 
saying. “If you build a better 
mouse trap, the world will beat a 
pathway to your door." 

Well, this may not be a story 
about a better mouse trap, but it 
is one about a better slide rule. 

Aslide rule, generally termed a 

“slip stick,” is a form of a ‘‘log” 
calculator. Logs, or logarithims, 
are mathematical values based 
not on an arithmetical count, but 
on a basis of multiplication. It is 
used as a fast method of 
multiplying nufbers, and thus 
solving matherhatical problems. 

However, a ‘“‘slip-stick” is not 
accurate beyond two or three 
decimal places. 

Despite that fact, many a young 
engineer employed at firms 
within the Route 128 belt, among 
other places, at the end of World 
War II could be readily 
recognized the “slip stick” 
sticking out of their upper coat 
pocket. The firms were 
prospering and growing because 
of the ability of those engineers. 
The engineers, however, were in 
one sense no more proficient than 
their ‘‘slip-sticks,” and that was 
only reliable to two or three 
places on the decimal scale. 

Today its very rare to see an 
engineer with a “‘slip-stick."’ Dr, 
An Wang changed all that when 
he invented the electric log ad- 
ding machine. 

Ralph Gruszius, vice president 
of Wang Laboratories _of 
Tewksbury and Lowell and now a 
few more communities in the 
state, recounted the invention of 
that electric log adding machine 
during a combined meeting of the 
Tewksbury Lions and Rotary 
Clubs on January 27. 

Gruszius, who started working 
for Wang in 1966, also addressed 
the phenomenal growth of the 
company started by Dr. An Wang. 

Dr. Wang, a college graduate 
with an eye toward mathematical 
problems, invented the log 
calculator, It was the first of its 
kind in that it was electronically 
operated, 


Gruszius became Wang's first 
salesman and he jokes about it to 
a degree by saying that in those 
days at Wang, to add another 
employee was to double the work 
force. 

Gruszius said he went down to 
New York City with a supply of 
Wang's Log Calculators. 

That trip was a salesman's 
dream come true, according to 
Gruszius. The engineers in New 
York realized what they were 
seeing and gleefully snay up 
Wang's Log Calculators the 
dozen. And they were paying 
$1,690 apiece for them. 

One of the firms who bought 
numerous devices, he jokes, was 
IBM. 


The log calculator was a good 
item, but, as time went on, Wang 
moved into more sophisticated 
types of machines - one of which 
was the 1972 addition of the word 
Processor to the Wang line of 
goods. 

But it was the magnetic type 
cassettes that was the start of a 
lot of computers for Wang. 

In 1972-73 the laboratories were 
working on CRTS - Cathode Ray 
Tubes. 


Discs and other methods of 
storage - all became a part of 
Wang. 

“Tt was in 1972 that he got intoa 
decision that we were not going to 
get involved in small 
calculators,” Gruszius said. They 
were selling then for $300-$400 
a Today they sell for $10- 
1: 

One of the intersting things to 
Gruszius was the sales growth of 
Wang. 

When he first got into the 
company it was grossing $8 
million a year. This year, Wang 
expects to sell $1 billion. In 1985 
the forecast is $5 billion. “And,” 
Gruszius said, ‘‘we are way ahead 
on our $1 billion for this year. For 
the first six months, ending 
January 1, we took in $510 
million.”” 

A fairly large proportion of 
Wang sales are to national ac-

counts, Gruszius told his 
audience. There is a large corps 
of sales people with programs for 
future years. 

Foreign export is also very big 
for Wang. Forty-one percent of 
the firm's trade is foreign and 
that adds to the US Balance of 
Trade, “We think exports are 
very critical,” Gruszius said. 

However, he was critical of 
Japanese competition. The 
Japanese government, he said, 
has a lot of grants to Japanese 
companies. ‘Japanese are not 
welcome at Wang," he said. 

“We don’t slam the door in their 
face, but why give them the 
secrets of our organization?” he 
asked. 

“We don’t give our secrets to 
IBM. We don’t give our secrets to 
Digital. Why should we give our 
secrets to the Japanese?"’ he 
added. 

Wang is happy to be in 
Massachusetts he said. The 
company is “very much com- 
mitted” to the state. “It is a good 
place for a company to be," he 
adds, 


Selectmen and city councils 
recognize the value of a firm like 
Wang in a community, “We are 
well received in Tewksbury and 
Lowell,”’ he said. 

Wang came to Tewksbury 
because of Tewksbury’s John 
MacKinnon, Gruszius said. The 
firm built a building over by 
Route 495, which contained 15,000 
square feet. Then the selectmen 
asked Dr. Wang how much he 
expected to grow. 

“Dr. Wang thought that 
perhaps he might be employing 
400 people,"* Gruszius said. 

That, however, was not the way 
Wang grew. It got to the point 
where new facilities were needed, 
very fast. 

Wang found that space, some 
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150-200,000 square feet worth, in 
Lowell and moved right in. 

“We stayed in the area and we 
expanded in the area. Now we 
have one million square feet in 
Tewksbury,” Gruszius said. 

“We're seeking permanent 
labor supplies,” he added. “The 
need is very critical for high tech 
individuals. We need engineers 
and technicians. We need people 
who can solder, and all that.”” 

There are 486 Tewksbury 
residents working in Wang 
Laboratories in Tewksbury and 
another 97 working in Lowell. 

“So far as the company is 
concerned, the recruiting 
problems are very critical. There 
is a lot of incentive for people in 
California” -to-_-comé — to 
Massachusetts,” Gruszius said 
and cited the educational 
facilities in the state. 

There is, he said, a full tuition 
reimbursement program at Wang 
along with good schools 

There is the Wang Institute for 
Graduate Studies-Advanced 
Program engineers. ‘People 
from Prime and Dec, and other 
firms come to it. Its not just 
Wang,” Gruszius said. 

Gruszius explained other 
benefits for Wang employees. 
“This is a great place to live in. 
Wang had a day care center in 
Tewksbury. We moved it to 
Chelmsford in a rented school. I 
think there are 150 children in it. 
It is a tremendous asset to. our 
people,"’ he said. 

“There is the Wang Country 
Club. A recreational facility for 
the employees. It has a 5,000 
square foot swimming’ pool. We 
expect it to be quite an asset and 
well accepted by the employees,” 
he added. 

Gruszius concluded his 
remarks by saying, “Its not Dr 
Wang and Harry Chow and others 
who make Wang what it is - it’s 
the employees.”

“That's an 8-2 team, and for us 
to win like that, well that’s pretty 
impressive.’ Tewksbury High 
School girls’ varsity basketball 
coach Barry Sheehan is not often 
outwardly impressed by what his 
teams accomplish. Always 
striving for improvement, 
Sheehan may have finally ad- 
mitted that after Friday night’s 
63-39 destruction of a now 8-3 
Andover team, that his unbeaten 
(14-0) TMHS girls may indeed 
have a shot at a perfect season. 

Friday's victory was simply no 
contest from start to finish. 
Andover, led by senior all-star 
foward Heather Thompson, fell 
behind 20-9 after one quarter and 
were slip-slidin’ away by 37-15 at 
the half. 

The Golden Warriors couldn't 
cope with the Tewksbury 
fullcourt press, and their inex- 
perienced frontcourt was 
manhandled by Redneen senior 
center Jerry Bernier (17.4), 
forward June DeStefano and 
especially forward Leanne 
Stewart, who scored all 11 of her 
points in the first half. 

Thompson's power drives were 
kept in check while she struggled 
along to finish with eight first half 
points before finally canning a 
team high 20 for the game. 

The Andover star (18,6) had to 
work for every one of her 20 
however, and she was the lone 
Warrior player to crack double 
figures. Allison Hill, Beth 
Sullivan and Debbie Lasota each 
hooped four points for the 
visitors, while Diana Ramierz hit 
for three and Connie Corkery two 
points. 

Tewksbury'’s clearly defined 
strategy to control Thompson 
worked for the most part. “Don 
Ciampa (TMHS assistant coach) 
scouted Thompson, and noticed 
that she basically goes to her 
right,” offered Sheehan while 
watching the second quarter of 
the TMHS boys’ tussle with An- 
dover. ‘We decided to have Pam 
Brabant force her left and then 
use Mary Rheault, Patty Murphy 
and Robin Riddle to double up.” 

The tactic clearly frustrated 
Thompson, and when her 
teammates failed to react to the 
fressure and come to the ball, 
con- 
verting many turnovers into easy 


buckets. 

Bernier had 12 points at the 
half, with senior guard Patty 
Murphy scoring eight to make the 
second half little more than an 
extended garbage time showcase 
for the unbeaten Merrimack 
Valley Conference leaders. 

After three quarters 
Tewksbury led 49-21, giving 
Sheehan yet another opportunity 
to pad the lead with an ever- 
improving bench. “We were a 
good team at the beginning of the 
year, but we're playing a lot 
better now with four people 
coming off the bench,” Sheehan 
said.

James Banda as the defense 
attorney, and after protests that a 
prosecuting attorney was needed, 
appointed Joseph F. Courtney.

Stewart, it turned out, was 
originally from Nacagodoches 
County, Texas, and allegations 
were made during the trial that 
he had escaped from that county. 
He was, of course found guilty on 
all counts, that of escaping from 
Texas and destroying Wilmington 
business. 

The big question before the 
court was the sentence of 
hanging. Chief Justice Nash had 
no other sentence but hanging in 
his repertoire. Was it to be in 
Texas or Wilmington? 

The chief was finally sentenced 
to hang a plaque from the 
Chamber of Commerce in the 
office of the Wilmington Police 
Department attesting to the good 
work of that department in recent 
months, in supressing drug traffic 
in Wilmington.

Workshop on disobedience problems 


If the everyday disobedience 
problems such as “‘being fresh,”’ 
lying, and refusing to do what a 
parent says are effectively dealt 
with, ties between parent and 
child are strengthened and fewer 
problems emerge at later ages. 

Fred Rothbaum, Ph.D of the 
Tufts University Department of 
Child Study will lead the course.

Because of 
societal change and greater 
distance from potentially sup- 
portive relatives, parents have 
more questions about what to do 
than they did years ago.

Bad news, 


Children between the ages of 
five and nine are often old enough 
to reason but young enough to 
insist on things being their own 
way. Rules are tested, promises 
are broken, “‘bad’’ behavior 
persists despite threats, in- 
centives and talking to the child 
about it. If parents throw up their 
hands in exasperation or clamp 
down too harshly, everyone in- 
volved suffers. 

The Wilmington Family 
Counseling Service is now of- 
fering an opportunity for parents 
to learn more effective ways of 
dealing with their children’s 
disobedience before problems get 
out of hand.

Recent White House efforts to 
eliminate or curtail certain types 
of Social Security benefits, such 
as the attempt to eliminate the 
minimum benefit and to raise the 
early retirement age, have been 
defeated. Much credit for the 
defeat of the bills is given to both 
the media and the public who 
focused much attention on the 
issues, 

Subtle but devastating 

A more subtle and- devastating 
campaign is being launched. The 
Social Security administration is 
carrying through with an in- 
tensive and comprehensive in- 
ternal review of recipient 
benefits. The results are two-fold, 
first the loss of disability benefits 
to the disabled and a demand for 
repayment af Social Security 
claims already paid. Those who 
have lost benefits should seek 
legal help.

Several species of wildlife made 
news for their roles in scientific 
research. At Athens, Ohio, biology 
researchers transferred the genes of 
rabbits to mice and then to their 
offspring a breakthrough in 
genetic engineering that could lead 
to the transfer of traits from one 
species to another. In an Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., laboratory, crickets gave 
scientists some clues to dangerous 
side effects of contaminants in 
synthetic fuels by sprouting extra 
eyes and heads. 

Not all lab critters enjoyed their 
assigned roles, the NWF report 
showed. In an experiment reported 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, a ferret in- 
jected with a respiratory virus got 
even with the experimenter when 
the scientist bent over to check the 
animal for watery eyes and other 
symptoms. The ferret sneezed and 
the researcher caught the virus. A 
California brain surgeon sued the 
University of Oklahoma and others 
for $2.75 million, claiming he was 
‘permanently disabled" when a 
chimpanzee named Washoe bit off 
the middle finger of his right hand 
during a visit to the University's 
Institute for Primate Studies 

In Montgomery County, Md.. a 
medical researcher was fined $3,015 
for failing to provide adequate care 
for six monkeys in his lab. But in 
Ann Arbor, Mich., another medic 
operated on a 3'z-pound Boston 
terrier named Sweetie Pie and 
removed half a pound of metal 
including 8 cents in coins, from her 
stomach. 


‘The National Zoo in Washington, 
D.C., imported a male panda named 
Chia-Chia all the way from London 
to mate with its famed but shy 
female, Ling-Ling. All that hi 
pened was that Ling-Ling got beat 
up.

MMORE is presently forming 
groups for midlife women in this 
area, Each group is made up of 8 to 
10 women who meet two hours a 
week for six weeks to discuss and 
learn about what. is happening to 
them physically and emotionally 

The groups are led by 
professionals (social workers and 
counselors) who are dedicated to 
helping other women define and 
cope withthe transitional issues 
they face in their 40's and 50's. 

MMORE was founded by Marsha 
Spector, a Boston-area social 
worker and group therapist and 
Dorothy Feigenbaum, a midlife 
businesswoman, because, as 
Feigenbaum put ‘it, “In my’ day, 
there were no groups. This is one life 
crisis I am not going to go through 
alone, even if I have to start the 
groups myself.”” 

“Midlife,” Spector added, “isn't 
just menopause and hot flashes. It's 
wanting to go back to work, but 
worrying that no one wants you or 
that you have nothing to offer. It's 
considering a career change. It’s 
deciding to go back to finish the 
education you left undone. It’s 
noticing wrinkles and bulges which 
you never had before. It's feeling 
your husband is suddenly a stranger 
after 20 or 25 years of marriage. It’s 
a quiet, empty house instead of a 
home bustling with children and 
activity. It's caring for your aging 
parents, It’s finding yourself newly 
single. Or still single. 

“Midlife is a transition time — a 
time of manychanges. For some 
women it can become a time of crisis 
and depression,” Spector continued 
“There are no easy answers to the 
problems, but we hope through 
MMORE to, provide a place where 
they can be discussed with other 
women who are going through the 
same thing.” 

“The group I was in," one group 
member offered, “gave me the 
understanding and support I needed 
to apply for a better job. I was excit- 
eed to watch another member get 
permission to take care of her needs 
‘as well as those of her large family. I 
was inspired to learn how one 
member asked her doctor questions 
in a way that got answers. Everyone 
seemed to get something from the 
group."

Many people equate working with 
suffering, and maintain that if they 
didn't have to, they wouldn't work a 
day in their lives. In fact, com- 
plaining about one’s job seems to be 
a national pasttime, and the 
question “Why work?” is’ rarely 
answered to anyone's satisfaction. 

Yet, it's an important question, 
and the answer that people work 
only to pay the rent is slick, but 
inaccurate. 

It’s true that people work because 
they have to, but not just to earn 
their daily bread. People also have 
to work in order to earn their self 
respect. While it may be fun to 
fantasize about a life of leisure, the 
fact is that life without work is 
directionless, often boring, 
definitely “nowhere”, and sets a 
person against the mainstream with 
very little reward, It’s one thing to 
have some type of non-paying 
mission in your life, such as artistic 
or creative endeavor; but it’s quite 
another to simply not work at 
anything. Having no responsibilities 
ean also be read as having nothing to 
do, a common teenage complaint 
anda real drag at any age. 

What's wrong with work is ac- 
tually not work itself. Peoples’ 
Gissatisfaction with their jobs in 
most cases stems from the work 
environment itself, and the fact that 
‘American industry has become 
Jopsided, witha heavy emphasis on 
financial reward and very little 
{ on anything else. 

This -kind of attitude not only 
creates inflation and low produc- 
tivity, it makes people hate their 
Jobs and even work itself, When 
you're only in it for the money, the 
work often seems like little more 
than a nuisance to be dealt with on 
the way to the end goal — the 
paycheck. All you really want is the 
pay, and you tell yourself that when 
you get it, then you'll go out and 
purchase the things you need to feel

provide opportunities to feel good? 

It has long been a mystery to me 
why companies try to separate work 
needs from personal needs. I could 
understand this if it were possible to 
do it, but it’s not. At work or 
elsewhere, people still have a need 
to feel good about themselves, in- 
terested in how they're spending 
their time, appreciated, cared about 
as hanian beings, challenged, and 
stimulated. 

For workers to enjoy their work 
and for companies to get the most 
from their there has to 
be a sense of loyalty on the part of 
the employees, to-the place where 

‘spend so much of their time. If 
this place takes an active interest in 
the basic needs mentioned above, 
loyalty will develop; if it doesn’t, 
loyalty is impossible. The workplace 
becomes “just a job’ and the 
worker's attention, commitment, 
and spirit are always someplace 
else. 


Unfortunately, there is a rather 
disturbing attitude afoot in the 
nation today, in terms of employee 
relations. The attitude of “When the 
going gets tough, the tough get 
going” may be great when your 
car's stuck, but when it means you 
fire a whole striking union, it only 
leaves you with a massive amount of 
work to do and a system which is 
guaranteed inefficient for several 
years till the new guys learn their 
jobs. 

More importantly, this attitude 
says to the individual, “You don’t 
matter.’ Not surprisingly,/the in- 
dividual’s response to this ig going to 
be, “Neither do veu. I’m going to do 
as little as possible for the highest 


wage I can get.” Hence, an 
economic mess, in which everyone's 
a loser. 

The jace is much like a 
family: hard line discipline leads to 
anger and rebellion, while positive 
support results in cooperation and 
smooth functioning. 

Yet, despite all the problems, 
people still need to work. While it's a 
pity that companies are slow to 
implement basic policies of 
psychological hygiene, workers can 
do some of it themselves. Simply 
remembering that you work in order 
to feel productive as well as to pay 
the rent can go a long way toward 
making your job more interesting 
and rewarding. Ultimately, we are 
the judges of our own behavior and 
it’s our own opinions which count the 
most. Working to please ourselves, 
no matter what the task, can make a 
great deal more sense than con- 
tinually trying to mentally, escape 
from a situation’ which is less than 
perfect, but still necessary.

Master march composer honored for contributions. 


On Tuesday, Feb. 9, at 7:30 pm the 
Woburn City Band will present a 
John Philip Sousa Band Concert at 
the Kennedy Jr. High School. This 
Concert is sponsored by the City of 
Woburn Recreation Commission 
and the Woburn Five Cent Savings 
Bank and celebrates the 50th An- 
niversary of the last concert of John 
Philip Sousa 

On March 6, 1932, Mr. Sousa 
conducted the Reading, Penn- 
sylvania Band in a concert, returned 
to his hotel and passed away that 
night. 

John Philip Sousa earned his rank 
in the world of music by doing two 
things better than anyone else. 
First, he was unsurpassed as a 
composer of Marches; second, he 
was the most successful band- 
master who ever lived. He actually 
composed a greater total volume of 
music than almost any other 
American. He composed for so 
many different media that it is in- 
deed remarkable that he is 
remembered only as a March 
composer and bandmaster 

Sousa was one of the pioneers of 
American operetta. One of his later 
operettas, El Capitan (1895), met 
with great success and rivaled the 
works of more prominent com: 
posers in that field and was a land- 
mark in American Theater 
productions of that era 

‘The Band Concert will feature a 
spectacular of El Capitan songs. 
This production was first produced 
at the Tremont Theater in Boston 


April 13, 1896. It played almost 
continuously for four years in the 
United States and Canada and for 
another six months in England. It 
still enjoys an occasional revival 
The Boston Post of Oct. 1, 1922 had a 
review stating that it had the finest 
libretto ever produced in America 

The Woburn City Band singing 
soloists will include Patti Tauro 
soprano; Karen Sturlaugsson, Alto, 
Rey Gudmundsson, Tenor; and 
Charles Rathbun, Bass. You will be 
delighted at their performance of 
theatrics of a revolution in Peru 
during the Spanish possession. The 
closing theme of the operetta is the 
same theme which is the closing 
theme of the famous march 
Capitan, This march was played b} 
Sousa's Band on Admiral Dewey's 
warship, Olympia, as it sailed out of 
Mirs Bay on the way to attack 
Manila during the Spanish 
American War. It was also played 
as Sousa led Admiral Dewey's 
Victory Parade in New York on 
Sept. 30, 1899. 

Conductor, Jon Asgeirsson, of the 
Woburn City Bank said that the 
music to be played for this program 
is a selected blend of Sousa's 40 
years of concert programs. It 
represents his frequent use of vir 
tuoso soloists. The program hopes to

Examining hunting 


instinct in cats 


By Edward A. Leonard, D.V.M. 
Director of Veterinary Medicine 
Animal Rescue League of Boston 


Why do cats hunt? No one knows 
the exact answer, but the instinct to 
stalk birds, insects. and 
other small animals is one that goes 
far back in the domestic 
history, predating tne 
association with man 

As disturbing as it may be the first 
time your cat proudly deposits a 
“present” at your feet, there is little 
you can do to change a cat's natural 
drive to stalk and often kill what it 
perceives as prey. Scolding and 
punishment won't help because your 
pet is unlikely to connect the punish 
ment with the crime. A cat's keen 
vision, acute sense of hearing and 
smell; plus stealth and patience 
make it a natural hunter, so the 
habit is hard to discourage. 

You can help protect the birds in 
your area by supervising your cat 
when it is outdoors, and attaching a 
small bell to its collar to give the 
birds fair warning.

small lump or hot spot that could 
mark a hidden abscess. Cats can 
also develop infected sores from 
fighting with each other over 
territorial rights. 

Encounters with other small 
animals, such as skunks and rac 
coons, also expose your pet to the 
danger of rabies. Any cat that is 
outdoors frequently should be 
protected by an up-to-date rabies 
inoculation. By rotecting your cat 
from rabies, you protect your family

sweetened the offer with $5,000 in- 
terest-free loans for transferred 
employees buying homes. 

Most companies are now paying 
an average of $30,000 per employee 
move, the Employee Relocation 
Council says. While much of that 
covers the cost of the actual move, 
more companies are looking into 
ways to make up the difference in 
housing costs, which often offset any 
financial gains offered by the 
transfers. 

Some companies, like Champlin 
Petroleum Company, have arranged 
for bank loans at a lowered interest 
rate for transferred employees. 
Others offer lump sums to be used in 
the new down payment 

But even with the loan offers, AEP 
only managed to transfer 60 percent 
of its shop employees to Ohio. 
Hindering the rest were such things 
as the presence of relatives, cultural 
roots, and spouses’ jobs in the New 
York City area. As one AEP official 
put it, “We're talking about 
changing a whole way of life.”” 

Mid-level executives in small 
towns may feel this more acutely. 
“In a small or medium-size town, 
he's Mr. Industry; his family is 
treated that way, and he is treated 


that way,” a Union Carbide Cor- 
poration office reports. ‘In 
Manhattan, he gets lost on the 


commuter train with guys making 
four or five times as much as he is.

AEP officials, 
working with the opposite problem, 
offered free driving. lessons and 
interest-free auto loans to convert 
subway-going New Yorkers in car- 
driving Ohioans. 

Driving lessons are just one of the 
ways companies try to ease their 
employees into their new towns. In 
Washington, D.C., an organization 
called Relocation Informarion 
Centers (RIC) sets up swimming 
pool memberships, get library 
cards, finds racquetball partners, 
dentists, and day camps. It also 
locates post offices, parks, and 
supermarkets on a map. for their 
clients. The business, started by 
three often-relocated housewives, is 
designed to ease all the little 
decisions that go into relocating, 
such as where the cat will stay while 
the family looks for a home. 

RIC, believed to be the first such 
service in the country, works in- 
dependently and with Bekins Van 
Lines to provide ald for anyone 
moving to the capital area. But 
employees: transferring to other 
areas tend to depend on their 
companies — sometimes with 
astounding results. One wife of a 
Florida executive, for instance, 
balked at moving to the snows of 
Minnesota — until the company 
bought her a mink coat to keep her 
warm.
